(5) That the Contractor shall place on the cutside corners of any walkway, barricedes, or
obstructions, red lights during all perlods of darkness and provide lighting oyetem for all
tunnelsa,

(6) That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose materials, and other obe
structions on the sidewall and streot immediately after the necessity for thelr existence on sald
sidewalk or street has ceased, such time to be determined by the Opty Manoger, and in any event,
all such sidewall, barricades, materials, equipmont, and other obstructione shall bo romoved not
later than February 15, 1941,

(7) That the City reserves tho right to Tovoke at any timo any and all the privileges herein
granted, ox to roquirp the erection or installation of additionsl harriars, or safeguards , if
the conditions demand it.

(8) That the wese and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not be exclusive as agalnst
public needs, and the City, in making such grant, reserves the right to onter and occupy any part
or all of aald space any time with 1ts public utilitiaé. or for other necessary public purposos.

(9) That any public utility, or public or private property disturbed or injurcd as a result
of any of the activities neceseary for the completion of the construction vorlk for amid building
proJoct, whether done by the Contractor, City forces, or public utilitles, shall be replaced or
repoired at the Contractor!s expenses '

(10) That the Contrector shall furnlsh the City of Austin a surety bond in the sum of One
Thousand Dollars ($1000,00), vhich ghall protect, indemnify, and hold harmless the Clty of Auastin
from any claims for damages to any person or property that may mecrue to or be brought by any
pereon by roason of the exercise or abuse of the privilegos granted the Contractor by the Clty
of Austin, and shall guarantee the roplacoement of all sidewalks, pavement, and other public
property and publlic utilitles disturbed or romoved during the construction work, and ghall further

euarantee the construction of a walkway and other safoguards during the occupancy of the epaco.
